‘Whitewash Blacks say Race-Mixers 


REDBRIDGE Community 
Relations Council is ‘con- 
cerned’ about the fact that 
Coloured pupils in the 
borough’s schools are ‘per- 
forming significantly’ poorer 
than White children in the 
same schools. 

Avoiding, of course, the 
ultimate heresy of suggesting 
that this might have anything 
to do with Blacks being in- 
herently less intelligent than 
Whites, the CRC cast about 
desperately for a scapegoat. 

The only one they find is, 
not quite unpredictably, ‘White 
racist society’, from which 
there is still, apparently, a 
little extra mileage to be 
squeezed. 

The ‘“‘lack of confidence” 
and “‘alienation” felt by Black 
pupils must be countered by 
teachers “consciously develop- 
ing the Black pupils’ self- 
pride”. This should be done, 
say the CRC, by exposing all 
schoolchildren, Black and 
White, to ‘“‘the history, cul- 
ture, and achievements of 
Black people’? — presumably 
in the hope that prolonged 
staring at a blank blackboard 
will hypnotise everyone into 
a state of multi-racial coma! 

They also suggest that 
more Blacks be put in posi- 
tions of authority over White 
children in order to give them 
more “respect” for “Black 
status’. One might suggest 
that this 


idea be applied 


nationally and the Paramount 
Chief of the Matabele and his 
entire kraal be invited to take 
over 10 Downing Street — 
after all, he could hardly do 
a worse job than the present 
incumbent! 

As part of the campaign to 
generate ‘Black pride’, one 
Gillian Klein, librarian at the 
Centre. for Urban Educational 
Studies in London, has 
demanded that all vestiges of 
“‘racism”’ be eradicated from 
children’s books. 

In order to achieve this, all 
references that would tend to 
indicate that Blacks ever lived 
in mud huts, ate each other, 
or were in any other way ever 
out of the vanguard of human 
technological, cultural and 
philosophical advance must 
be ruthlessly deleted. 

Any children’s book not 
portraying African village life 
before the advent of the 
White man as across between 
Periclean Athens and Cape 
Kennedy during the Moon 
project is clearly ‘racist’? and 
must go. 

As Ms. Klein says, ‘When 
we evaluate any material, we 
must examine whether it is 
written so that a Black pers- 
pective is taken into account. 
We should measure each book 


against our specific criteria; 


if it fails there can be no place 
for it on any book list, still 
less in the classroom or on 
the library shelves.” 


Included in the list of racist 
poisoners of children’s minds, 
with “‘no place in any library” 
are Rudyard Kipling and Enid 
Blyton (whose gross slurs 
against golliwogs clearly reveal 
her important role in the 
World race hate conspiracy). 

No doubt we can expect a 


new generation of ‘culture- 
fair’ children’s books in 
which primitive tribal Whites 
are represented as throwing 
intrepid Black explorers and 


Voodoo’ missionaries into 
cooking pots in darkest 
Blackburn!

THE EDITOR REPLIES: In the 
January 1975 issue of Spearhead 
Martin Webster talked about his 
faction in the National Front 
being the “trustees of The Idea”’. 
Two years further on and the so- 
called “trustees” seem to have 
sold out. 

While Oswald Mosley’s Union 
Movement has sunk without trace, 
having largely been absorbed into 
the Front, the Mosleyite concept 
of ‘Europe a Nation’ has been 
gnawing away from within. 

Two years after Martin 
Webster’s proclamation of trustee- 
ship, Spearhead (of which Martin 
Webster is officially still the Assis- 
tant Editor) recently carried an 
article which not only supported 
‘Pan-Europeanism’ but openly 
attacked Nationalism. 

The concept of Pan-European- 
ism (or its more limited form of 
‘Pan-Germanism’ or ‘Pan- 
Nordicism’) is totally alien to the 
mainstream traditions of British 
Nationalism and is, indeed, a com- 
plete negation of British National- 
ism. It is also an aim not only 
shared by Mosleyite European 
Neo-Fascists, but by the Inter-

This has been a great year for 
astronomy with an enormous 
number of astounding new dis- 
coveries made, naturally, entirely 
by yours truly.

shut. Locate the constellation 
Bonham Carter or Great Bore. 
You cannot miss it because of its 
grotesque configuration which is 
bent in a peculiar, not to say 
bizarre, manner and has been 
likened to a man grovelling. 

Now move slightly to the left 
and you'll get a fix on the most 
dominant object in the sky. This 
is the bright star Marcia, once 
worshipped by Ancient Hebrews 
as a goddess and Bringer of Great 
Honour and which featured promi- 
nently in the Book of Revelations. 
It was involved in several spec- 
tacular flare-ups recently but now 
seems to have passed its peak. 

Now look for the fading star 
Harold which you'll find directly 
below the heel of Marcia. Strangely 
enough, until recently Harold was 
thought to be a red giant but my 
relentless probings have now 
proved conclusively that this was 
an optical illusion created by the 
dense clouds of noxious gas 
emitted by the object and that it 
is, in fact, merely arather common
